ELECTION

NOT SOLID H 


Oo HOES, N. Y., Sep t. 6.—A trolley 
car, Liden with 36 p eop le, was struck 
by a Delaware and Hudson train going 
at full sp eed at a grade crossing in this 
city last night and out in two. Ten 
perso na were killed outright, eight died 
so o n thereafter from the eflPects of their 
in ju ries and the remainder of the p as­ 
senger were all injured, about ten of 


w ho m may die. 
The trolley car was one on the Troy 
City Railroad comp any and was struck 
bv the night boat sp ecial of the Dela­ 
ware and Hudson railroad at a crossing 
at the west end of the Hudson river 
bridge which connects this city with 
Lansingburg, and its load of numan 
freight was hurled into the air. 
Eighteen of the 35 ^mssengers are 
dead and at least ten of the remainder 
will die. 
The car entering the city from Lan­ 
singburg was crowded with p assengers 
returning from a Labor day p icnic at 
Rtusselaer p ark, a p leasure resort near 
Troy . 
The tracks of the street car line run 
at a grade from the bridge to the p oint 
where the disaster took p lace. In con­ 
sequence of this fact and of the frequent 
p assage of trains it has been the rule 
for each motor car conductor to stop his 
car and go forward to observe the rail­ 
road tracks and signal his car to p ro­ 
ceed if no trains were in sight. It can­ 
not be asom:tained whether that rule 
was comp lied with on this occasion. 
The motor car was struck directly in 
the center by the engine of the train, 
which was going at a high rate of sp eed. 
The accident came without the slightest 
warning. The oar was up on the tracks 
before the train loomed in sight and no 
p ower on earth could have saved it. 
The motormau evidently saw the train 
ap p roaching, as he reached the track, 
and op ened his controller, but iu vain. 
With a crash that was heard for blocks 
the engine struck into the lighter ve­ 
hicle. The effect was horrible. 
The 
motor car p arted in two, both sections 
being hurled into the air in sp linters. 
The mass of humanity , for the car was 
crowded to overiiowing, was torn and 
mangled. 
Tlie p ilot of the engine was smashed 
and amid its wreckage were the maimed 
corp .ses of two women. 
The p assengers of the train suffered 
no injury iu addition to a violent shock. 
The majority of the p assengers of the 
trolly car were y oung p eop le. They in­ 
cluded many women. 
The corp ses were p laced in boxes and 
taken to a neighboring mill shed. Many 
of them were unrecognizable. 
The 
crash was frightful in its results. Head­ 
less women, with gay summer dresses 
bathed in their own and the blood of 
others; limbs without trunks or any 
means of identify ing to whom they be­ 
longed, women’s and men’s heads with 
crushed and distorted features; bodies 
crushed and flattened, these sights con­ 
stituted a sp ectacle too horrible to 
behold. 
The train on the Delaware and Hud­ 
son road, immediately after the acci­ 
dent, p roceeded to Troy . The engineer 
stated that he did not see the car until 
he was up on it. 
He tried to p revent 
his train from striking the oar, but his 
efforts were fruitless. 
He thinks that the motormau when 
he saw the train was up on him tried to 
get bey ond the danger line. The grade 
of this crossing and the sp eed at which 
his car ufas going also made it imp os­ 
sible tor him to stop before he reached 
the Delaware and Hudson tracks. It 
was the front end of his car that caught 
the crash and he was killed outright.

Kansas City Star Corresp ondent Say s He 
Wwi Recognized as Being 
Over Shnfter. 


Kansas City , Sep t. 6.—-The Star y es­ 
terday afternoon p rinted more matter 
from i t s 
sp ecial war corresp ondent, Mr. 
W. J. Whelp ley , touching on the Alger- 
Miles controversy , which said in p art: 
“The statement made semi-officially 
from Washington that Major General 
Miles was not in command of the San­ 
tiago exp edition up to the time it left 
Tamp a is not borne out by the official 
records of the war dep artment. These 
records p rove that Miles not only con­ 
ducted the p reliminaries with General 
Garcia but was |hen recognized by the 
war dep artment as general command­ 
ing even General Shatter’s army . 
“The details of General Shatter’s ac­ 
tual equip ment and method of move­ 
ment were natnraily left to Shatter, 
but a general p lan was devised by Gen­ 
eral Miles, and directions were issued 
to General Shatter by him which, after 
leaving Tamp a, the latter entirely ig- 
nored.” 
The above is shown, according to The 
Star, by three letters. The first of these 
telegrams is from General Miles to 
General Garcia, sent from Tamp a, Fla., 
June 3, say ing in p art: 
“it would be a very great assistance 
if y ou could have as large a force as 
p ossible iu the vicinity of the harbor of 
Santiago de Cuba and communicate 
anv information, 
by signals, which 
Colonel Hernandez will exp lain to y ou, 
either to our navy or to our army its 
arrival, which we hop e will be before 
many day s. 
“it would also assist us very much if 
y ou could drive iu and harrass any 
Sp anish troop s near or in Santiago de 
Cuba, threatening or attacking them 
at all p oints, and p reventing by any 
means p ossible reinforcements coming 
to that garrison. While that is being 
done and before the arrival of our army , 
if vou can seize and hold any com- 
maudmg p osition to the east and west 
of aautiago, or both, that wmuld be ad­ 
vantageous for the use of our artillery , 
it will be exceedingly gratify ing to us. ” 
The second disp atch is Garcia’s rep ly 
showing, The Star asserts, an under­ 
standing w’ith General Miles as to a 
p lan of camp aign. 
It is sent by Lieu­ 
tenant Colonel Allen, who said Acting 
Admiral Samp son gave it to him to 
send.The third disp atch is from the war 
dep artment at' Washington, and is 
much the same in substance as the sec­ 
ond disp atch. It say s:

President Indicated to Senator Ky le He 
Would Have Places Filled 
by Sep tember 15. 


W a s h in g t o n , Sep t. 6 .—One of the 
first matters to which the p resident is 
now exp ected to give his attention is 
the stdection of nine members of the 
non-p artisan comnussiou, which under 
the act of congress of June 13 is to col­ 
lect information and to consider and 
recommend 
legislation to meet the 
p roblems p resented by labor, agricul­ 
ture and cap ital. This body is to con­ 
sist ot 19 p ersons, 5 of wdioin are to be 
members of the senate, 5 of the house 
and “9 other p ersons,” who shall fairly 
rep re.^eut the different iudu.stries and 
emp loy ments. The senators and rep re­ 
sentatives already have been ap p ointed. 
For the p ositions to be filled by the 
p resident there are on file at the White 
House about 125 ap p lications. 
The life time of the commission is to 
be two y earn, the salary of the members 
$:LG(K) p er annum and its p owers and 
duties are comp rehensive in shap e. 
Senator Ky le, who is exp ected to be 
the chairman of the commission, has 
already indicated that he would be 
ready to call the body together for 
organization by Sep t. 15, and the p resi­ 
dent gave him to understand the p er­ 
sonnel of the commission would be 
comp lete by that time.

ELECTION IN 
ARKANSAS. 


Cohoes, N. Y., Sept. 6.—A trolley 
car, laden with 36 people, was struck 
bv a Delaware and Hudson tram going 
at full speed at a grade crossing in this 
city last night and out in two. Ten 
persona were killed outright, eight died 
aeon thereafter from the effects of their 
injuries and the remainder of the pas­ 
senger were all injured, about ten of 
whom may die. 
The trolley car was one on the Troy 
City Railroad company and was struck 
by the night boat special of the Dela­ 
ware and Hudson railroad at a crossing 
at the west end of the Hudson river 
bridge which connects this city with 
Lansingbnrg, and its load of human 
freight was hurled into the air. 
Eighteen of the 35 passengers are 
dead and at least ten of the remainder 
will die. 
The car entering the oity from Lan- 
siugbnrg was crowded with passengers 
returning from a Labor day picnic at 
Rensselaer park, a pleasure resort near 
Troy. 
The tracks of the street car line run 
at a grade from the bridge to the point 
where the disaster took place. In con 
sequence of this fact and of the frequent 
passage of trains it has been the rule 
for each motor car conductor to stop his 
car and go forward to observe the rail­ 
road tracks and signal his car to pro­ 
ceed if no trains were in sight. It can­ 
not be ascertained whether that role 
was complied with on this occasion. 
The motor car was struck directly in 
the center by the engine of the train, 
which was going at a high rate of speed. 
The accident came without the slightest 
warning. The oar was upon the tracks 
before the train loomed in sight and no 
power on earth could have saved it. 
The motorman evidently saw the train 
approaching, as he reached the track, 
aud opened his controller, but in vain. 
With a crash that was heard for blocks 
the engine struck into the lighter ve­ 
hicle. The effect was horrible. 
The 
motor car parted in two, both sections 
being hurled into the air in splinters. 
The mass of humanity, for the car was 
crowded to overflowing, was torn and 
mangled. 
The pilot of the engine was smashed 
and amid its wreckage were the maimed 
corpses of two women. 
The passengers of the train suffered 
no injury in addition to a violent shock. 
The majority of the passengers of the 
trolly car were young people. They in 
eluded many women. 
The corpses were plaoed in boxes and 
taken to a neighboring mill shed. Many 
of them were unrecognizable. 
The 
crash was frightful in its results. Head 
less women, with gay summer dresses 
bathed in their own and the blood of I 
others; limhs without trunks or any 
means of identifying to whom they be­ 
longed, women’s and men's heads with 
crushed and distorted features; bodies 
crushed and flattened, these sights con­ 
stituted a spectacle too horrible to 
behold.' 
The train on the Delaware and Hud­ 
son road, immediataly after the acci­ 
dent, proceeded to Troy. The engineer 
stated that he did not see the car until 
he was upon it. He tried to prevent 
his train from striking the oar, but his 
efforts were fruitless. 
He thinks that the motorman when 
he saw the train was upon him tried to 
get beyond the danger line. The grade 
of this crossing and the speed at which 
his oar was going also made it impos­ 
sible for him to stop before he reached 
the Delaware and Hudson tracks. It 
was the front end of his car that oaught 
the crash and he was killed outright.

HILES WAS IN COMMAND.

K a n s a s C it y , Sept. 6 .—The Star yes­ 
terday afternoon printed more matter 
from its special war correspondent, Mr. 
VV. J. Whelpley, touching on the Alger- 
Miles controversy, which said in part: 
“ The statement made semi-officially 
from Washington that Major General 
Miles was not in command of the San­ 
tiago expedition up to the time it left 
Tampa is not borne out by the official 
records of the war department. These 
records prove that Miles not only con­ 
ducted the preliminaries with General 
Garcia but was (hen recognized by the 
war department as general command- I 
Lug even General Shatter’s army. 
j 
“ The details of General Shafter’s ac- ( 
tual equipment and method of move- j 
ment were naturally left to Shafter, . 
but a general plan was devised by Gen­ 
eral Miles, and directions were issued | 
to General Shafter by him which, after 
leaving Tampa, the latter entirely ig­ 
nored.” 
The above is shown, according to The 
Star, by three letters. The first of these 
telegrams is from General Miles to 
General Garcia, sent from Tampa, Fla., 
June 3, saying in part: 
“ It would be a very great assistance 
if you could have as large a force as 
possible in the vicinity of the harbor of 
Santiago de Cuba and communicate 
any information, 
by signals, which 
Colonel Hernandez will explain to you, 
either to our navy or to our army its 
arrival, which we hope will be before 
many days. 
it would also assist us very much if 
you could drive in aud harrass any 
Spanish troops near or in Santiago-de 
Cuba, threatening or attacking them 
at all points, and preventing by any 
means possible reinforcements coming 
to that garrison. While that is being 
done and before the arrival of our army, 
if yon can seize and hold any com­ 
manding position to the east and west 
of Santiago, or both, that would be ad­ 
vantageous for the use of our artillery! 
it will be exceedingly gratifying to us. ” 
The second dispatch is Garcia’s reply 
showing, The Star asserts, an under­ 
standing with General Miles as to a 
plan of campaign. It is sent by Lieu­ 
tenant Colonel Allen, who said Acting 
Admiral Sampson gave it to him to 
send.

Garcia regards 
his wishes and suggestions as orders 
and immediately wifi take measures to 
concentrate forces at. the points in­ 
dicated, but he is unable to do so as 
early as desired bn account of his expe­ 
dition to Banes port, Cuba, but he will 
march without delay. All of ins subor­ 
dinates are ordered to assist to disem­ 
bark the United States troops and to 
place themselves under orders.

W ashington, Sept. 6.—One of the 
first matters to which the president is 
now expected to give his attention is 
the selection of nine members of the 
non-partisan comnussiou, which under 
the act of congress of June 18 is to col­ 
lect information aud to consider and 
recommend 
legislation to meet the 
problems presented by labor, agricul­ 
ture aud capital. This body is to con­ 
sist of 19 persons, 5 of whom are to be 
members of the senate, 5 of the house 
aud “ 9 other persons,” who shall fairly 
represent the different industries and 
employments. The senators and repre­ 
sentatives already have been appointed. 
For the positions to be filled by the 
president thers ar© on file at the White 
House about 125 applications. 
The life time of the commission is to 
bo two yearn, the salary of the members 
$3,600 per annum and its powers and 
duties are comprehensive in shape. 
Senator Kyle, who is expected to be 
the chairman of the commission, has 
already indicated that he would be 
ready to call the body together for 
organization by Sept. 15, and the presi­ 
dent gave him to understand the per­ 
sonnel of the commission would be 
complete by that time. Among those 
who have been mentioned in connec­ 
tion with the appointments are ex-Rep- 
resentative Phillips of Pennsylvania, 
former chairman of the house labor 
committee, and Mr. Sargent of the 
Locomotive Firemen’s Brotherhood.

The motor car was struck directly in 
the center by the engine of the train, 
which was going at a high rate of speed. 
The accident came without the slightest 
warning. The oar was upon the tracks 
before the train loomed in sight and no 
power on earth could have saved it. 
The motorman evidently saw the train 
approaching, as he reached the track, 
and opened his controller, but in vain. 
With a crash that was heard for blocks 
the engine struck into the lighter ve­ 
hicle. The effect was horrible. 
The 
motor car parted in two, both sections 
being hurled into the air in splinters. 
The mass of humanity, for the car was 
crowded to overflowing, was torn and 
mangled. 
The pilot of the engine was smashed 
and amid its wreckage were the maimed 
corpses of two women. 
The passengers of the train suffered 
no injury in addition to a violent shock. 
The majority of the passengers of the 
trolly car were young people. They in­ 
cluded many women. 
The corpses were placed in boxes and 
taken to a neighboring mill shed. Many 
of them were unrecognizable. 
The 
crash was frightful in its results. Head­ 
less women, with gay summer dresses 
bathed in their own and the blood of 
others; limbs without trunks or any 
means of identifying to whom they be­ 
longed, women’s and men’s heads with 
crushed and distorted features; bodies 
crushed and Rattened, these sights con­ 
stituted a spectacle too horrible to 
behold. 
The train on the Delaware and Hud­ 
son road, immediately after the acci­ 
dent, proceeded to Troy. 
The engineer 
stated that he did not see the car until 
he was upon it. 
He tried to prevent 
his train from striking the oar, but his 
efforts were fruitless. 
He thinks that the motorman when 
he saw the train was upon him tried to 
get beyond the danger line. 
The grade 
of this crossing and the speed at which 
his car was going also made it impos­ 
sible for him to stop before he reached 
the Delaware and Hudson tracks. 
It 
was the front end of his car that caught 
the crash and he was killed outright.

MILES WAS IN COMMAND. 


NOT SOLID FOH MACK. 


Hanna* City Star C orrespondent Say* H e 
Wa* R ecognized aa B eing 
Over Shafter. 


K a n sa s C ity , Sept. 6.—The Star yes­ 
terday afternoon printed more matter 
from its special war correspondent, Mr. 
VV. J. Whelpley, touching on the Alger- 
Miles controversy, which said in part: 
“The statement made semi officially 
from Washington that Major General 
Miles was not in command of the San­ 
tiago expedition up to the time it left 
Tampa is not borne out by the official 
records of the war department. 
These 
records prove that Miles not only con­ 
ducted the preliminaries with General 
Garcia but was (hen recognized by the 
war department as general command­ 
ing even General Shatter’s army. 
“The details of General Shafter’s ac­ 
tual equipment and method of move­ 
ment were naturally left to Shafter, 
but a general plan was devised by Gen­ 
eral Miles, and directions were issued 
to General Shafter bv him which, after 
leaving Tampa, the latter entirely ig­ 
nored.” 
The above is shown, according to The 
Star, by three letters. The first pf these 
telegrams is from General Miles to 
General Garcia, sent from Tampa, Fla., 
June 3, saying in part: 
“Ic would be a very great assistance 
if you could have as Urge a force as 
possible in the vicinity of the harbor of 
Santiago de Caba and communicate 
amy information, 
by signals, which 
Colonel Hernandez will explain to you, 
either to our navy or to our army its 
arrival, which we hope will be before 
many days. 
“It would also assist us very much if 
you could drive in aud harrass any 
Spanish croups near or in Santiago^ 
Cuba, threatening or attacking them 
at all points, and preventing by any 
means possible reinforcements coming 
to that garrison. 
While that is being 
done and before the arrival of our army, 
if you can seize and hold any com­ 
manding position to the east and west 
of Santiago, or both, that would be ad­ 
vantageous for the use of our artillery, 
it will be exceedingly gratifying to us.” 
The second dispatch is Garcia’s reply 
showing, The Star asserts, an under­ 
standing with General Miles as to a 
plan of campaign. 
It is sent by Lieu­ 
tenant Colonel Allen, who said Acting 
Admiral Sampson gave it to him to 
send. 
The third dispatch is from the war 
department at 
Washington, and is 
much the same in substance as the sec­ 
ond dispatch. 
It says: 
“ W a sh in g to n, June 12. 


M ajor G eneral Miles, T am pa, F la .: 
“The following extract of telegram 
from Admiral Sampson to secretary of 
navy repeated for your information: 
“ 'M o le S t. N icholas, Haiti—General 
Miles’ letter received through Colonel 
Hernandez, on June 6. Garcia regards 
his wishes and suggestions as orders 
and immediately will take measures to 
concentrate forces at. the points in­ 
dicated, but he # is unable to do so as 
early as desired bn account of his expe­ 
dition to Banes port, Cuba, but he will 
march without delay. 
All of his subor­ 
dinates are ordered to assist to disem­ 
bark the United States troops and to 
place themselves under orders. San­ 
tiago de Cuba well fortified, witn ad­ 
vanced entrenchments, but he belie\ es 
position for artillery can be taken, as 
Miles desires.

W a s h in g to n , Sept. 6.-—One of the 
first matters to which the president is 
now expected to give hts attention is 
the selection of nine members of the 
non-partisan commission, which under 
the act of congress of June 18 is to col­ 
lect information and to consider and

This body is to con­ 
sist of 19 persons, 5 of whom are to be 
members of the senate, 5 of the house 
and “ 9 other persons,” who shall fairly 
represent the different industries and 
employments.

For the positions to be filled by the 
president there are on file at the White 
House about 125 applications. 
The life time of the commission is to 
be two yearn, the salary of the members 
$3,600 per annum and its powers and 
duties are comprehensive in shape. 
Senator Kyle, who is expected to be 
the chairman of the commission, has 
already indicated that he wouid be 
ready to call the body together for 
organization by Sept. 15, aud the presi­ 
dent gave him to understand the per­ 
sonnel of the commission would be 
complete by that time.

tion with the appointments are ex-Rep- 
resentative Phillips of Pennsylvania, 
former chairman of the house labor 
committee, and Mr. Sargent of the 
Locomotive Firemen’s Brotherhood.

He became ill on the train, and 
when we arrived at Tamp a he was taken 
in an ambnlance to the troop hosp ital, 
where he remained two days, and was 
then transferred to the general hosp ital 
where he died of ap p endicitis. 
"Private Beech and I were assigned 
to Troon K, bnt wh'en the time for onr 
dep artu re to Coba arrived he was feel­ 
ing ill, and the snrgeon refu sed to allow 
him to accomp any the troop . 
" I arrived in front of Santiago the 
morning of Ju ly 10, bnt did not see any 
fighting and never was in the battle, as 
onr troop was assigned to p rovost du ty. 
Two days later my horse fell with me 
and I alight on my left shonlder in a 
oactns p lant. Blood p oisoning set in 
and I was sent to the Palm hosp ital in 
Santiago where I remained three days 
and was then sent to Port Tamp a and 
later joined my troop on board the 
Miama.* I was taken to Montank Point 
where I secnred a 30 day farlongh 
which may be extended to 60 days. 
" I enlisted for three years bu t may be 
discharged. H ike soldiering all right. 
There is a great deal of excitement 
abont it and ou r troop is comp osed of 
old veterans who have been in the ser­ 
vice for 20 years.”

Hie record 
as a fighter was known from Cheyenne 
to Mexico. Now, since San Ju an, and 
his fearlessness in leading his men 
throu gh storms of bu llets and bu rsting 
shells, he is an idol of the whole cou n­ 
try, they declare. 
His generosity, the 
interest ever shown for the welfare of 
his regiment, are now known east and 
west. 
Colonel Roosevelt is an honest man. 
His integrity looms u p like a monn- 
tain 
p eak amid 
the 
trickeries of 
average oflBcials and p oliticians. 
He 
can 
exp lain 
to 
the cowboys 
the 
meaning of the Greek words that they 
hear q u oted by reformers who never 
sp end an hou r nor a dollar to p u rify 
p olitics. 
He is p robably the only man 
in the cou ntry who has the ap p roval of 
Godkin and the masses. 
He can meet 
the p rofessors of Colombia college q n 
their own grou nds; talk to Seth Low 
and Cleveland in any langu age, modern 
or ancient. 
Yet this hero has the sim­ 
p licity and kindness of a child. A p oor 
man can go to him for advice and get 
the honest stu ff. 
Western men believe that» Roosevelt’s 
word is as good as the best lock on the 
biggest bank safe. 
They know that his 
"combination” can’t be given away nor 
stolen by the most skilled of p olitical 
sharp ers. 
The men who herd cattle month m

loyalty to their convictions. His fam­ 
ily, it will be seen, has been active in 
bu siness and p u blic affairs for more 
than 200 years. 
He was born Oct. 37, 1868, in his fa­ 
th er’s bou se, 28 East Twentieth street, 
New York city. For eight generations 
his p eop le lived in the city, bu t for 
three generations their home a greater 
p art of the time has been at Oyster Bay. 
When Ju lian Ralp h asked Colonel 
Roosevelt what strong directions did 
his home influ ences take in his boy­ 
hood, he rep lied: 
" I was brou ght u p with the constant 
inju nction to be active and indu striou s. 
My father—all my p eop le—held that 
no one had a right ¿o merelv cu mber 


the earth; that the most contemp tible 
of created beings is the man who does 
nothing. 
I iniLiibed the idea that 1 
mu st work hard. The whole family 
training tau ght me that I mu st be do­ 
ing, mu st be working, and at decent 
work. ’ ’ 
Colonel Roosevelt calls himself only 
a q u arter HoJlandish and three-q u arters 
Scotch, Irish and French Hu gu enot— 
Which accou nts for his disp osition. He 
says he owes mu ch to his father, who 
was a merchant, a p hilanthrop ist and 
described as a robu st, active p articip a- 
)or in ou tdoor life. 
In his twenty-seventh year Colonel 
Roosevelt took u p a ranch in north­ 
western Dakota, near the Montana line, 
and later wrote a book entitled "The 
Making of the W est.” 
He was gradu ated from Harvard in 
1880, went to Eu rop e, and althou gh he 
had been p hysically below p ar in his 
you th he took to ou tdoor sp ort to bu ild 
u p his strength. 
He climbed the great 
moantains of Eu rop e, the Ju ngfrau and 
the Matterhorn, with so mu ch snccess 
that be was made a member of the’Al­ 
p ine clu b in Lou don. 
He ,alway^^« aid he believed in all 
kinds of jiiiilr/ athletic sp orts, from 
football u p and down. 
He declared 
"th a t in a free rep u blic Jike ou rs it is a 
m an’s dnty to know how to bear arms 
and to be willing to do so when the oc­ 
casion arrives. ” 
He joined the Eighth regiment of the 
New York state national gu ard in 1884 
as a second lieu tenant, and soon became 
cap tain of a comp any. 
In those days he said: " I have al­ 
ways had the heartiest symp athy with 
the soldier’s life. 
"A man with a horse and a gu n is a 
p ictu re or idea that has always ap p eal­ 
ed to me. Mayne Reid’s heroes and the 
life ou t west also ap p ealed to me. I 
wanted to see the ru de, rou gh forma­ 
tive life in the far west before it van­ 
ished. 
" I went there ju st in time. I was in 
at the killing of the bnflfalo in the last 
big hu nt in 1883 near Pretty Bnttes, 
when the whites and the Siou x from 
Standing Rock and Pine Ridge were 
doing the killing. 
" I went west while I was in the as­ 
sembly, in the long vacations—went 
hu nting—w’ent to the Bad Lands and 
shot elk, sheep , deer, bu ffal© and ante­ 
lop e. 
I made two hu nting trip s, and 
in 1884 I started my cattle ranch. After 
my terms in the legislatu re and u ntil I 
was ap p ointed civil service commission­ 
er I lived most of the time ou t west in 
the snmmers and sp ent only the w in­ 
ters in New York. 
" I never was hap p ier in my life. My 
bou se ou t there is a long, low hou se of 
hewn logs, which I help ed to bu ild my­ 
self. 
It has a broad veranda and rock­ 
ing chairs and a big firep lace, and elk- 
skins and wolfskins scattered abou t, 
on the brink of the Little Missou ri, 
right in a clu mp of cottonwood, and 
less than three years ago I shot a deer 
from the veranda. I kep t my books 
there, su ch as I wanted, and did a deal 
of writing, being the rest of the time 
ont all day in every kind of weath­ 
er.” 
In regard to p olitics Colonel Roose­ 
velt says: " I believe, and always have 
believed, that a man shou ld join a 
p olitical organization and shou ld attend 
the p rimaries ; that he shou ld not be 
content to be governed, bu t shou ld do 
his jiart in the work. 
"So u p on leaving collegtlw ent to 
the local p olitical headq u arters, attend­ 
ed all the meetings and took my p art 
in whatever was u p . There came a re­ 
volt against the member of assembly 
from that district, and I was nominated 
to su cceed him and was elected. 
"T he fu ndamental p rop osition of the 
new system is that every American 
citizen has the right to serve the p u blic 
(p rovided that his services are needed) 
if on his merits he is able to show that 
he is the man most cap able of filling 
the p osition he seeks, and all he is re­ 
q u ired to do is to show this su p erior ca­ 
p acity in fair comp etition with other 
American citizens. 
"In other words, the system is one 
of common honesty and of fair p lay for 
all, and therefore it is essentially Ameri 
can and essentially democratic.” 
Among 
the literary contribu tions 
from Colonel Roosevelt’s p en are these 
books: "H istory of the Naval W ar of 
1812;” 1880, "L ife of Thomas H. Ben­ 
ton, ’ ’ in the American Statesmen se­ 
ries; 1887, "L ife of Gou verneu r Mor­ 
ris;” 1888, "Ranch Life and the Hu nt­ 
ing T rail;” 
1889 , "The W inning of 
the W est,’’ first two volu mes, called 
his magnu m op u s; 189 0, "History of 
New York C ity;” 189 2, "Essays on 
Practical Politics;” 189 3, "The W il­ 
derness H u nter;” 189 4, third volu me 
of "T he Winning of the W est;” 189 8, 
"H ero Tales Prom American History.” 
Any man who has lived in that 
strange sp ectral region of the stnp en- 
dou s northwest, where Colonel Roose­ 
velt ran his cattle ranch and herded 
live stock, can easily u nderstand that 
he learned mnch of frontier life, in 
which the u se of a gu n p lays a constant 
and p ictu resq u e p art. 
" I t is tru e,” said Colonel Roosevelt 
the other day, "th a t bu t for my exp eri­ 
ences hu nting among the mou ntains 
and bad lands of the west 1 wou ld not 
have been so well p rep ared to meet the 
Sp aniards on their own grou nd among 
the mou ntaizis and death trap s of San­ 
tiago. 
" In killing dangerou s game steadiness 
is more needed than good shooting. No 
game is dadgerou s u nless a man is close 


u p , for nmradays liarrtly nny vrim oeast 
will charge from a distance of 
100 
yards, bu t will rather try to ru n off. 
And if a man is close it is easy enou gh 
for him to shoot straight if he does not 
lose bi.s head. 
"A bear’s brain is abou t the size of a i 
p int bottle, au d any one can hit a p int { 
bottle off bau d at 30 or 40 feet. 
I have 
had two shots at bears at close q u arters, 
imd each time I fired into the brain, the 
bu llet in one case striking fairly be­ 
tween the eyes and in the other going 
in between the eye and the ear. 
"A novice at this kind of sp ort w’ill 
find it best and safest to keep in mind 
the old Norse viking’s advice in refer­ 
ence to a long sword, ‘If you go in close 
enou gh, you r sword 
will 
be 
long 
enou gh. ’ If a p oor shot goes in close 
enou gh, he will find that he shoots 
straight enou gh. ” 
According to all accou nts the colonel 
of the longh riders will soon be at close 
q u arters and likely to p lant his p oliti­ 
cal bu llets sq u arely between his antag­ 
onist’s eyea 
Althou gh his fnrlongh had not exp ir­ 
ed Colonel Roosevelt said he felt that 
his p lace was with "the boys,” and he 
took the first train for Montank to join 
his rou gh riders.—New York Herald. 


The B qIm of the Hoose. 
"How can I leam the ru les of the 
•hou se?” asked a newly elected Irish 
member of the late Mr. Parnell. 
"B y 
breaking them ,” was the p romp t rep ly 
of the Irish loader, who, as is well 
known, sp oke from exp erience on the 
p oint. Bu t few members wou ld care to 
adop t that heroic method of obtaining 
the desired knowledge, and their task 
in mastering the ru les is rendered all 
the more difficu lt by the cu riou s fact 
that many of thef» regu lations are u u - 
WTitten. 
Some will be fou nd in the standing 
orders, or p ermanent ru les; bu t those 
that deal with etiq u ette and decoru m 
have not been officiall]^ recorded any­ 
where, save in a few q u aint and obso­ 
lete regu lations to be fou nd in the old 
issu es of the jou rnals of the hou se or in 
the minu tes of p roceedings taken by 
the clerk au d p u blished daily du ring 
the session. 
For instance, a strange ru le for the 
gu idance of the sp eaker is set dowu u n­ 
der the 15th of Febru ary, 1620, "The 
sp eaker not to move his hat u ntil the 
third congee.” Prop riety of carriage in 
leaving the chamber is thu s enforced, 
"Those who go ont of the hou se in a 
confu sed manner before the sp eaker to 
forfeit 10 shillings.” This ru le is dated 
the 12th of November, 1640. Again we 
find that on the 28d of March, 169 8, 
it was ordered, "N o member to take 
tobacco into the gallery or to the table 
sitting at committees.” —Nineteenth 
Centu ry.

TELLS HIS EXPERIENCE IN CUBA 


Wan Injured b y 
Being; Thrown Into a 
Cactus Plant—Fitzgerald’s Death—Mark 
Likes Soldier Life and Is Not Sorry He 
Bn listed. 


Private Marcus L. Thoraberry, Troop 
K, Third United States cavalry, arrived 
in the city yesterday from Montauk 
Point on a 80 day furlough. 
Mark Thornberry, in company with 
William Beech and Edward Fitzgerald, 
enlisted in the regular army at Canton 
on Decoration day, and when seen by a 
reporter told the following interesting 
story: 
"We enlisted at Canton about 3:30 
o’clock on the afternoon of Decoration 
day, and at 9 o’clock in the evening 
were on our way to Jefferson barracks, 
Mo., where Fitzgerald was taken ill. 
He grew better, and when it was 
thought he was able to travel we were 
started for Tampa to be assigned to our 
troop. He became ill on the train, and 
when we arrived at Tampa he was taken 
in an ambulance to the troop hospital, 
where he remained two days, and was 
then transferred to the general hospital 
where he died of appendicitis. 
'*Private Beech and I were assigned 
to Ttood K, but when the time for our 
departure to Cuba arrived he was feel­ 
ing ill, and the surgeon refused to allow 
him to accompany the troop. 
"I arrived in front of Santiago the 
morning of July IO, but did not see any 
fighting and never was in the battle, as 
our troop was assigned to provost duty. 
Two days later my horse fell with me 
and I alight on my left shoulder in a 
cactus plant. Blood poisoning set in 
and I was sent to the Palm hospital in 
Santiago where I remained three days 
and was then sent to Port Tampa and 
later joined my troop on board the 
Miama. I was taken to Montauk Point 
where I secured a 30 day furlough 
whioh may be extended to 60 days. 
"I enlisted for three years but may be 
discharged. Hike soldiering all right. 
There is a great deal of excitement 
about it and our troop is composed of 
old veterans who have been in the ser­ 
vice for 20 years.”

Visitors from the west and south de­ 
clare Colonel Roosevelt the most popu­ 
lar man in the country today.

Yet this hero has the sim­ 
plicity and kindness of a child. A poor 
man can go to him for advice and get 
the honest stuff. 
Western men believe that1 Roosevelt’s 
word is as good as the beet lock on the 
biggest bank safe. They know that his 
“ combination” can’t be given away nor 
stolen by the most skilled of political 
sharpers.

Another strong point with the people 
about Colonel Roosevelt, besides his in­ 
tegrity and great ability, is his willing­ 
ness to lift np his fellow men who are 
down in the world. 
The boys hold to him as an ideal can­ 
didate, the first man who has the hon­ 
esty of Lincoln, the dash and daring of 
Sheridan, the immovability of Grant 
and a lot of big qualities of his own, 
whioh they hope to see used for the 
honor of the country and the men who 
are making it great.

Colonel Roosevelt ie a New Yorker of 
illustrious ancestry, famous for their 
loyalty to their convictions. His fam­ 
ily, it will be seen, has been active in 
business and public affaire for more 
than 200 years 
He was born Oct. 37, 1868, in his fa­ 
ther’s house, 28 East Twentieth street, 
New York city. For eight generations 
his people lived in the city, but for 
three generations their home a greater 
part of the time has been at Oyster Bay. 
When Julian Ralph asked Colonel 
Roosevelt what strong directions did 
his home influences take in his boy­ 
hood, he replied: 
“ I was brought up with the constant 
injunction to be active and industrious. 
My father—all my people—held that 
no one had a right m merelv cumber 


the earth; that the most contemptible 
of created beings is the man who does 
nothing. I imbibed the idea that I 
must work hard. The whole family 
training taught me that I must be do­ 
ing, must be working, and at decent 
work.” 
Colonel Roosevelt calls himself only 
a quarter Bollandist! and three-quarters 
Scotch, Irish aud French Huguenot— 
which accounts for his disposition. He 
says he owes much to his father, who 
was a merchant, a philanthropist and 
described as a robust, active participa­ 
tor in outdoor life. 
In his twenty-seventh year Colonel 
Roosevelt took up a ranch in north­ 
western Dakota, near the Montana line, 
and later wrote a book entitled “ The 
Making of the West.” 
He was graduated Horn Harvard in 
1880, went to Europe, and although he 
had been physically below par in his 
youth he took to outdoor sport to build 
ap his strength. He climbed the great 
mountains of Europe, the Jungfrau and 
the Matterhorn, with so much success 
that be was made a member of the Al­ 
pine club in Loudon. 
He, alwavi-^aid he believed in all 
kinds of m a * / athletic sports, from 
football up aud down. 
He declared 
“ that in a free republic dike ours it is a 
man’s duty to know how to bear arms 
and to be willing to do so when the oc­ 
casion arrives. ” 
He joined the Eighth regiment of the 
New York state national guard in 1884 
as a second lieutenant, and soon became 
captain of a company. 
In those days he said: “ I have al­ 
ways had the heartiest sympathy with 
the soldier’s life. 
“ A man with a horse and a gun is a 
picture or idea that has always appeal­ 
ed to me. Mayne Reid’s heroes and the 
life oat west also appealed to me. I 
wanted to see the rude, rough forma­ 
tive life in the far west before it van­ 
ished. 
“ I went there just in time. I was in 
at the killing of the buffalo in the last 
big hunt in 1883 near Pretty Buttes, 
when the whites and the Sioux from 
Standing Rock and Pine Ridge were 
doing the killing. 
“ I went west while I was in the as­ 
sembly, in the long vacations—went 
hunting—went to the Bad Lands and 
shot elk, sheep, deer, buffalo and ante­ 
lope. I made two hunting trips, and 
in 1884 I started my cattle ranch. After 
my terms in the legislature and until I 
was appointed civil service commission­ 
er I lived most of the time out west in 
the summers and spent only the win­ 
ters in New York. 
“ I never was happier in my life. My 
house out there is a long, low house of 
hewn logs, which I helped to bnild my­ 
self. It has a broad veranda and rock­ 
ing chairs and a big fireplace, and elk- 
skins and wolfskins scattered about, 
on the brink of the Little Missouri, 
right in a clump of cottonwood, and 
less than three years ago I shot a deer 
from the veranda. I kept my books 
there, such as I wanted, and did a deal 
of writing, being the rest of the time 
out all day in every kind of weath­ 
er.” 
In regard to politics Colonel Roose­ 
velt says: “ I believe, and always have 
believed, that a man should join a 
political organization and should attend 
the primaries; that he should not be 
content to be governed, bat should do 
his part in the work. 
“ So upon leaving collegilw ent to 
the local political headquarters, attend­ 
ed all the meetings and took my part 
in whatever was up. There came a re­ 
volt against the member of assembly 
from that district, and I was nominated 
to succeed him and was elected. 
“ The fundamental proposition of the 
new system is that every American 
citizen has the right to serve the public 
(provided that his services are needed) 
if on his merits he is able to show that 
he is the man most capable of filling 
the position he seeks, and all he is re­ 
quired to do is to show this superior ca­ 
pacity in fair competition with other 
American citizens. 
“ In other words, the system is one 
of oommon honesty and of fair play for 
all, and therefore it is essentially Ameri 
can and essentially democratic.” 
Among 
the literary contributions 
from Colonel Roosevelt’s pen are these 
books: “ History of the Naval War of 
1812;” 1886, “ Life of Thomas H. Ben­ 
ton,” in the American Statesmen se­ 
ries; 1887, “ Life of Gouverneur Mor­ 
ris;” 1888, “ Ranch Life and the Hunt­ 
ing Trail;” 1889, “ The Winning of 
the West,” first two volumes, called 
his magnum opus; 1890, “ History of 
New York City;” 1892, “ Essays on 
Practical Politics;” 1893, “ The Wil­ 
derness Hunter;” 1894, third volume 
of “ The Winning of the West;” 1898, 
“ Hero Tales From American History.” 
Any man who has lived in that 
strange spectral region of the stupen­ 
dous northwest, where Colonel Roose­ 
velt ran his cattle ranch and herded 
live stock, can easily understand that 
he learned much of frontier life, in 
which the use of a gun plays a constant 
and picturesque part. 
“ It is true,” said Colonel Roosevelt 
the other day, “ that but for my experi­ 
ences hunting among the mountains 
and bad lands of the west I woald not 
have been so well prepared to meet the 
Spaniards on their own ground among 
the mountains and death traps of San­ 
tiago. 
“ In killing dangerous game steadiness 
is more needed than good shooting. No 
game is dangerous unless a man is close 


up, for nowadays hardly any wild beast 
will charge from a distance of IOO 
yards, but will rather try to run off. 
And if a man is close it. is easy enough 
for him to shoot straight if he does not 
lose his head. 
“ A bear’s brain is about the size of a 
pint bottle, aud any one can hit a pint 
bottle off hand at 30 or 40 feet. I have 
had two shots at bears at close quarters, 
and each time I fired into the brain, the 
bullet in one case striking fairly be­ 
tween the eyes and in the other going 
in between the eye and the ear. 
“ A novice at this kind of sport will 
find it best and' safest to keep in mind 
the old Norse viking’s advice in refer­ 
ence to a long sword, 'If yon go in close 
enough, your sword will 
be long 
enough. ’ If a poor shot goes in close 
enough, he will find that he shoots 
straight enough. ” 
According to all accounts the colonel 
of the lough riders will soon be at close 
quarters and likely to plant his politi­ 
cal bullets squarely between his antag­ 
onist’s eyes. 
Although his furlough had not expir­ 
ed Colonel Roosevelt said he felt that 
his place was with “ the boys,” and he 
took the first train for Montauk to join 
his rough riders.—New York Herald. 


The Utile* of tho House. 
“ How can I learn the rales of the 
•house?” asked a newly elected Irish 
member of the late Mr. Parnell. “ By 
breaking them, ’ ’ was the prompt reply 
of the Irish leader, who, as is well 
known, spoke from experience on the 
point. But few members would care to 
adopt that heroic method of obtaining 
the desired knowledge, and their task 
in mastering the rales is rendered all 
the more difficult by the curious fact 
that many of these regulations are un­ 
written. 
Some will be found in the standing 
orders, or permanent rules; but those 
that deal with etiquette and decorum 
have not been officially recorded any­ 
where, save in a few quaint and obso­ 
lete regulations to be found in the old 
issues of the journals of the house or in 
the minutes of proceedings taken by 
the clerk and published daily during 
the session. 
For instance, a strange rale for the 
guidance of the speaker is set down un­ 
der the 16th of February, 1620, “ The 
speaker not to move his hat until the 
third congee.” Propriety of carriage in 
leaving the chamber is thus enforced, 
“ Those who go oat of the house in a 
confused manner before the speaker to 
forfeit IO shillings.” This rale is dated 
the 12th of November, 1640. Again we 
find that on the 23d of March, 1693, 
it was ordered, “ No member to take 
tobacco into the gallery or to the table 
sitting at committees.” —Nineteenth 
Century. 


Useful Si wash Dog*. 
If you are going to prospect in Alaska 
and expect to travel much, a pair of 
good “ Siwash” dogs are very essential 
—almost indispensable. 
These dogs 
greatly differ from our domesticated 
dogs, taking to the harness like a duck 
to water. They do not bark at stran­ 
gers. They are kind trod affectionate, 
showing the wolf in them only among 
their kind. It seems to be against their 
principles to get off the trail to let an­ 
other team pass. 
This means a fight, an exciting epi­ 
sode if the teams number five or six 
dogs each. In an instant the wildest 
confusion takes place. Dogs, harness 
and each driver with a club in his hand 
form one grand jumble from which or­ 
der can only be restored by some of the 
dogs being knocked senseless.

Revenues 
do not accrue alone from the Bale of the 
fruit, for the leaves are used for pack­ 
ing ; the juice, being strong in tannin, 
makes an indelible ink and shoe black­ 
ing ; the wax fonnd on the underside of 
the leaves is a valuable article of com­ 
merce; manilla hemp is made from the 
stems, and of this hemp are made mats, 
plaited work and lace handkerchiefs of 
the finest texture. Moreover, the banana 
is ground into banana flour. The fruit 
to be sold for dessert is ripened by the 
dry warmth of flaring gas jets in the 
storage places in which it is kept, and 
immense care has to be taken to prevent 
softening or overripening. The island 
of Jamaica yields great orops of this 
useful and money making fruit.

18 now absolutely certain they will not 
leav e at 8 o’clock tomorrow morning, 
the time scheduled. The orders for the 
regiment to leav e were duly made out 
on Saturday at the instance of Secretary 
Algttr, bat nothing further has been 
done.

from the board; that 150,000 had been

from the 
churches 
annually 
toward foreign w ork; that home mis­ 
sions under the board numbered 31, and 
323 by district synods, a total of 354; 
that steps were taken by the council to 
hav e a more practical co-operation be­ 
tween Lutheran synods; that a commit­ 
tee of laymen were appointed to collect 
funds to cov er expenses for holding the 
Pan-American conference in America.

‘'Indian” to him. Take him around and show 
him the old hunting grounds cf the powerful 
Algonquin Indian family, warlike and ambi­ 
tious; take him through "Virginia and New 
York and tell him all about the Wyandot-Iro 
quis, whose “ ferocijous v itality,” Parkman 
says, “ but for the presence of Europeans, 
would proljably hav e subjected, absorl>ed or 
exterminated ©v ery other Indian community 
east of the Mississippi and north of the Ohio.” 
Tell him about the Penimore C!ooper Indians, 
giv e him the history of the Sioux; tell him 
the story of the 
fighting 
Seminó les, the 
Creeks and the Cherokees; 
tell him ail 
about Tecuniseh, Black Hawk and Logan and 
Red Jacket. Talk to him about the Coniarfches; 
tell him about Sitting Bull and Spotted Tail 
and King Philip. Fill him up wi<i Indian 
Itye, tradition, legend and cold history; tell 
him how wise the Red Men w-ere in council; 
how mighty in battle; tell him how completely 
they owned this continent with all the appur­ 
tenances thereunto appertaining; show him 
where they chased the buffalo ov er the plain 
and papered their lodges with the white man's 
scalps; tell him about Braddook's defeat, the 
massacre OÍ Wyoming and S t.C lair’s defeat; 
impress upon him what fighters these Indians 
were; how cruel, rapacious and bloodthirsty, 
how v indictiv e and rev engeful, and when we 
hav e gone ov er all the historic Indian ground 
with him let u.s take him down iiitc^rizonu 
and let him see a Digger Indian cork# .ewinu 
a lizard out of its hole with a notched stick 
that he may hav e the bird for his dinner oi 
take him to some desolate, tree less, waterless 
reserv ation which the tender mercie.s of the 
land grabber hav e left for the Indian and 
show him a pigeontoed buck meekly going 
away from the agency corral with a day’s ra 
tions of beef for a family of nine (a windpipe 
with a pair of “ lights” hanging to it) and then 
giv e the Filipino chieftain a Winchester riflt 
and 1,000 rounds of ammunition and say tc 
him:

Improv ement of the industrial branch 
of the consular serv ice is the order ol 
the day in ev ery country awake to tbt 
commercial opportunities of new anc 
dev eloping markets. The United State» 
has lately secured v ery notable reform» 
in this particular. The reports of oui 
consuls are fuller, better and more regu­ 
lar, and their publication is no longei 
delayed. Since Jan. 3. 1898, the state 
department has iiœaed the miscellane 
ous reports of diplomatic and consnlai 
officers upon commerce and industrie» 
from day to day as they are receiv ed, 
while at the end of the month they are 
combined in the regular edition of the 
reports, which edition has been printed 
since 1880. 
Secretary Day states that 
the interest and zeal of our représenta 
tiv es in foreign countries in collecting 
and forwarding data show a most grat­ 
ifying increase. 
We are the more surprised to learr 
that Great Britain, now the foremosi 
commercial nation, is strangely behind­ 
hand in this matter. Some time ago Sii 
Charles Dilke mov ed in the house oi 
commons for a return showing the 
amount spent upon its consular serv ice 
by each industrial nation. As a resull 
of this motion it was shown that Franc» 
spends more absolutely than Great Brit 
ain, although her foreign trade is much 
smaller; Germany spends a great dea] 
more than Great Britain in proportioL 
to her commerce, while Belgium, smalJ 
as she is, spends half as much as Greal 
Britain. 
What is still more surprising is that 
British consuls still adhere to the anti­ 
quated rule of reporting only once 
a 
year; whereas other gov ernments in­ 
struct their consuls to report imme­ 
diately upon any matter of importance 
or interest. No wonder Great Britain 
is complaining of decline of foreign 
trade and the success of German Md 
American competitors. 
Eternal v igi­ 
lance is the price of markets as it is the 
price of civ il liberty. Riv alry is toe 
keen to justify optimistic trust in one’» 
ability to hold ground once acquired.-— 
Chicago Post.

The factories 
of Hav ana are today run ou plans and 
methods cov ered with moss an inch 
deep, and with liv e, economical, pro­ 
gressiv e American methods replacing 
them and liv e Americans selling the 
goods there will be a new era in the 
cigar business of the world. As i t stands 
DOW it looks as if the Hav ana people 
knew that peace was coming quite a 
time ago. 
When Gustav o Bock arriv ed 


willingly giv e $20,000 for the same op­ 
portunity of being eight weeks ahead 
of competitors. The firm securing this 
tobacco has a large factory in Huv unu, 
which it ojierated 20 years ago, and 
this has been made ready for oceupancj 
as a cigar factory again. 
“ Y'earsago Manila tobacco was much 
used here. Only its cost has kept it out 
of use. It is light in color, mild, hand 
some and einiueutly desirable at rea 
sonable prices for this market and for 
England. 
With the opening up of di­ 
rect trade with the Philippines her

T hat o f th e U nited States Is H igh ly E t 
flcient. 
Improvement of the industrial branch 
of the consular service is the order ol 
the day in every country awake to the 
commercial opportunities of new and 
developing markets. The United Statue 
has lately secured very notable reforme 
in this particular. The reports of oui 
consuls are fuller, better and more rega­ 
ins and their publication is no longei 
delayed. Since Jan. 3, 1898, the state 
department has issued the mi ecol lane 
oh s reports of diplomatic and consulai 
officers upon commerce and indnstriee 
from day to day as they are received, 
while at the end of the month they are 
combined in the regular edition of the 
reports, which edition has been printed 
since 1880. Secretary Day states thai 
the interest and zeal of oar represents 
tives in foreign countries in collecting 
and forwarding data show a most grat­ 
ifying increase. 
We are the more surprised to lear* 
that Great Britain, now the foremosi 
commercial nation, is strangely behind­ 
hand in this matter. Some time ago Sii 
Charles Dilke moved in the house ol 
commons for a return showing the 
amount spent upon its consular service 
by each industrial nation. As a result 
of this motion it was shown that France 
spends more absolutely than Great Brit 
ain, although her foreign trade is much 
smaller; Germany spends a great deal 
more than Great Britain in proportion 
to her commerce, while Belgium, small 
as she is, spends half as much as Great 
Britain. 
4 
What is still more surprising is thai 
British consuls still adhere to the anti­ 
quated role of reporting only once a 
year, whereas other governments in­ 
struct their consuls to report imme­ 
diately upon any matter of importance 
or interest. No wonder Great Britain 
is complaining of decline of foreign 
trade and the success of German and 
American competitors. 
Eternal vigi­ 
lance is the price of markets as it is the 
price of civil liberty. Rivalry is tot 
keen to justify optimistic trust in one t 
ability to hold ground once acquired.

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TOBACCO TRADE CHANGES. 


Effects W hich th e Cigua M anufacturers 
E xpect From th e W ar. 
The 
tobacco 
trade expects great 
changes to follow the war and the new 
conditions in Cuba and Porto Rico. One 
dealer said recently: 
“ There is no doubt that the United 
States cigar business is on the verge of 
a great change. 
Havana tobacco in 
quantity will place us in a position to 
cater to Europe on most advantageous 
terms, and our domestic cigar business, 
already the greatest in the world, aver­ 
aging more than 4,000,000,000 cigars 
annually, will be supplemented by the 
production of the highest grade goods 
for export that the world bas ever seen. 
“ We can beat the Spaniards at their 
own game if we can get the tobacco and 
the insured protection of United States 
rule for the future crops. The factories 
of Havana are today run on plans and 
methods covered with moss an inch 
deep, and with live, economical, pro­ 
gressive American methods replacing 
them and live Americans selling the 
goods there will be a new era in the 
cigar business of the world. As it stands 
now it looks as if the Havana people 
knew that peace was coming quite a 
time ago. 
When Gustavo Bock arrived 
\here, be put a full force at work in the 
immense factories controlled by his 
syndicate, and the day the Spanish ac­ 
ceptance of our terms was received or­ 
ders for goods were cabled from this 
city, Cincinnati, Pittsburg, Chicago and 
Boston, and four days later the goods 
were ready for shipment. 
“ An English syndicate headed byon© 
of the experts in the Havana business 
secured options just before the war 
broke out on a large tract of valuable 
tobacco lands and also on several of the 
leading factories not already in the 
other trust. Its representative has been 
in Havana during the war. The nego­ 
tiations have now been taken up again 
with a 25 per cent increase, and the 
deal will probably go through just as 
soon as the attitude of the American 
nation is settled. A firm of New York 
leaf tobacco dealers has this season had 
a large crop grown in Pinar del Rio. 
Another New York firm is also follow­ 
ing this plan of owning the crops in­ 
stead of advancing cash to the planters. 
One firm recently received nearly 400 
bales of tobacco, some of which was 
worth $1,000 a bale of about 120 pounds. 
This was the first tobacco to come di 
rect to this port since the blockada 
This firm has cabled orders to buy be­ 
tween $40,000 and $60,000 worth of 
additional tobacco, and its agents are 
now in the fields inspecting the matur­ 
ing growths and ready to pounce on the 
best. In the factory of this firm addi­ 
tional hands are being put at work, and 
with the great advantage over competi­ 
tors of having plenty of fine tobacco, its 
goods will be pushed to tL^ trade at 
once at practically famine prices. 
A 
well known manufacturer said be would 


willingly give $20,000 for the same op 
portunity of being eight weeks ahead 
of competitors. The firm securing this 
tobacco has a large factory in Havana, 
which it operated 20 years ago, aud 
this has been made ready for occupancy 
as a cigar factory again. 
“ Yearsago Manila tobacco was much 
used here. Only its cost has kept it out 
of use. It is light in color, mild, hand­ 
some and eminently desirable at rea­ 
sonable prices for this market and for 
England. 
With the opening up of di­ 
rect trade with the Philippines her 
grand staple of tobacco will not be neg­ 
lected by up to date American manufac 
turers. ”—New York Sun.

Train Smashed a Street Car 
at Cohoes, N. Y. 


EIGHTEEN p e o p l e w e r e k il l e d . 


Leant Ten M ore A re E x p e c te d to Die 
of Their In ju rie s — M any of th e Vic­ 
tims R e tu rn in g F ro m a P icn ic —M o to r­ 
man Died a t Hie Post. 


Cohoes, N. Y., Sept. 6.—A trolley 
car, laden w ith 35 people, was struck 
bv a Delaware and Hudson train going 
at full speed at a grade crossing in this 
city last night and out in two. 
Ten 
persona were killed outright, eight died 
soon thereafter from the effects of their 
injuries aud the rem ainder of the pas­ 
senger were all injured, about ten of 
whom may die. 
The trolley car was one on the Troy 
City Railroad company and was struck 
bv the night boat special of the Dela­ 
ware and Hudson railroad at a crossing 
at the west end of the Hudson river 
bridge which connects this city w ith 
Lansingburg, aud its load of num an 
freight was hurled into the air. 
Eighteen of the 35 passengers are 
dead and at least ten of the rem ainder 
will die. 
The car entering the city from Lan­ 
ai ugburg was crowded w ith passengers 
returning from a Labor day picnic at 
Rensselaer park, a pleasure resort near 
Troy. 
The tracks of the street car line run 
at a grade from the bridge to the point 
where the disaster took place. 
In con­ 
sequence of this fact and of the frequent 
passage of trains it has been the rule 
for each m otor car conductor to stop his 
car aud go forw ard to observe the rail­ 
road tracks and signal his car to pro­ 
ceed if no trains were in sight. 
It can­ 
not be ascertained w hether th at rule 
was complied w ith on this occasion. 
The motor car was struck directly in 
the center by the engine of the train, 
which was going at a high rate of speed. 
The accident came w ithout the slightest 
warning. 
The a ir was upon the tracks 
betorn the train loomed in sight aud no 
power on earth could have saved it. 
The motorman evidently saw the train 
approaching, as lie reached the track, 
aud opened his controller, but in vain. 
With a crash th at was heard for blocks 
the engine struck into the lighter ve­ 
in- Ie. The effect was horrible. 
The 
motor car parted in two, both sections 
being hurled into the air in splinters. 
The mass of hum anity, for the car was 
crowded to overflowing, was torn aud 
mangled. 
The pilot of the engine was smashed 
and amid its wreckage were the maimed 
corpses of two women. 
The passengers of the train suffered 
no injury in addition to a violent shock. 
The m ajority of the passengers of the 
trolly car were young people. 
They in ­ 
cluded m any women. 
The corpses were plaoed in boxes and 
taken to a neighboring mill shed. Many 
of them were 
unrecognizable. 
The 
crash was frightful in its results. Head­ 
less women, w ith gay sum m er dresses 
bathed in their own and the blood of 
others; lim bs w ithout trunks or any 
means of identifying to whom they be­ 
longed, wom en’s and m en’s heads with 
crushed aud distorted features; bodies 
crushed and flattened, these sights con­ 
stituted a spectacle 
too horrible to 
behold. 
The train on the Delaware and H ud­ 
son road, im m ediately after the acci­ 
dent, proceeded to Troy. 
The engineer 
stated that he did not see the car until 
he was upou it. 
He tried to prevent 
his train from striking the oar, but his 
efforts were fruitless. 
He thinks th at the motorman when 
he saw the train was upou him tried to 
get beyond the danger line. 
The grade 
of this crossing aud the speed at which 
his oar was going also m ade it impos­ 
sible for him to stop before he reached 
the Delaware and Hudson tracks. 
It 
was the front end of his car th at caught 
the crash and he was killed outright.

“ The statem ent made semi-officially 
from W ashington that Major General 
Miles was not in command of the San­ 
tiago expedition up to the time it left 
Tampa is not borne out by the official 
records of the w ar departm ent.

records prove that Miles not only con­ 
ducted the prelim inaries w ith General 
Garcia but was then recognized by the 
war departm ent as general com m and­ 
ing even General Shatter’s army. 
‘•The details of General S hafter’s ac­ 
tual equipm ent and m ethod of move­ 
m ent were naturally left to Shafter, 
but a general plan was devised by G en­ 
eral Miles, aud directions were issued 
to General Shafter by him which, after 
leaving Tampa, the latter entirely ig­ 
nored. 1 * 
The above is shown, according to The 
Star, by three letters. The first of these 
telegram s is from General Miles to 
G eneral Garcia, sent from Tampa, Fla., 
June 3, saying in part: 
“ It would be a very great assistance 
if you could have as large a force as 
possible in the vicinity of the harbor of 
Santiago de Cuba and communicate 
any 
information, 
by signals, which 
Colonel Hernandez will explain to you, 
either to our navy or to our arm y its 
arrival, which we hope will be before 
m any days. 
“ It would also assist us very much if 
you could drive in aud barras* any 
Spanish troops near or in S a n tia g o ^ 
Cuba, threatening or attacking them 
at all points, and preventing by any 
m e a n s possible reinforcements coining 
to that garrison. 
W hile th at is being 
done and before the arrival of our arm y, 
if you eau seize and hold any com­ 
m anding position to the east and west 
of Santiago, or both, th at would be ad­ 
vantageous for the use of our artillery, 
it will be exceedingly gratifying to u s.” 
The second dispatch is Garcia s reply 
showing, The Star asserts, an under­ 
standing w ith General Miles as to a 
plan of campaign.

W a s h i n g t o n , Sept. 6 . — One of tho 
I first m atters to which the president is 
now expected to give his attention is 
the selection of nine members of the 
non-partisan commission, which under 
the act of congress of June 13 is to col­ 
lect inform ation aud to consider and 
recommend 
legislation to meet the 
problems presented by labor, agricul­ 
ture aud capital. 
This body is to con­ 
sist of 19 persons, 5 of whom are to be 
members of the senate, 5 of the house 
and “ 9 other persons,” who shall fairly 
represent the deferent industries and 
employments. 
The senators and repre­ 
sentatives already have been appointed. 
For the positions to be fiHed by the 
president thcr i are on file at the VV lute 
House about 125 applications. 
The life tim e of the commission is to 
be two yearn, the salary of the members 
*3,HOO i>er annum and its powers aud 
duties are comprehensive in shape. 
Senator Kyle, who is expected to be 
the chairm an of the commission, has 
already indicated that he would be 
ready to call the body together for 
organization by Sept. 15, aud the presi­ 
dent gave him to understand the per­ 
sonnel of the commission would be 
complete by that time.

TELLS HIS EXPERIENCE IN CUBA 


W as Injured by 
B ein* T hrow n In to 
Cactus P lant—F itzg era ld ’s D eath —Mark 
L ikes Soldier L ife and Is N ot Sorry He 
E nlisted. 


Private Marcos L. Thornberry. Troop 
K, Third United States cavalry, arrived 
in the city yesterday from Montaok 
Point on a 30 day furlough. 
Mark Thornberry, in company with 
William Beech and Edward Fitzgerald, 
enlisted in the regular army at Canton 
on Decoration day, and when seen by a 
reporter told the following interesting 
story: 
“ We enlisted at Canton about 3:30 
o’clock on the afternoon of Decoration 
day, and at 9 o’clock in the evening 
were on our way to Jefferson barracks, 
Mo., where Fitzgerald was taken ill. 
He grew better, and when it was 
thought he was able to travel we were 
started for Tampa to be assigned to our 
troop. He became ill on the train, and 
when we arrived at Tampa he was taken 
in an ambulance to the troop hospital, 
where he remained two days, and was 
then transferred to the general hospital 
where he died of appendicitis. 
“Private Beech and I were assigned 
to Troop K, but when the time for oar 
departure to Cuba arrived he was feel­ 
ing ill, and the surgeon refused to allow 
him to accompany the troop. 
“I arrived in front of Santiago the 
morning of July IO, but did not see any 
fighting and never was in the battle, as 
our troop was assigned to provost dnty. 
Two days later my horse fell with me 
and I alight on my left shoulder in 
cactus plant. Blood poisoning set in 
and I was sent to the Palm hospital in 
Santiago where I remained three days 
and was then sent to Port Tampa anc. 
later joined my troop on board the 
Miama. I was taken to Montauk Point 
Where I secured a 30 day furlough 
which may be extended to 60 days. 
“I enlisted for three years but may be 
discharged. I like soldiering all right 
There Is a great deal of excitement 
about it and our troop is composed of 
old yeterans who have been in the ser 
vice for 20 years.”

Visitors from the west and south de­ 
clare Colonel Roosevelt the most popu­ 
lar man in the country today. They say 
that the enthusiasm for him to swelling 
beyond all precedent. He is looked on 
as a typical American, embodying the 
qualities most admired by women and 
men. 
The boys out west, who live on 
ranches and herd cattle, those who work 
in mines or build cities in the moun­ 
tains, know him as a “ thoroughbred.’’ 
He went to “ God’s country” and be­ 
came one of the people who were mak­ 
ing modern civilization more respect­ 
able. 
As a cattle rancher and a hunter he 
held his own with the best of them. 
He could ride bucking bronchos with 
the most daring of the cowboys. 
He 
could meet a grizzly in his own baili­ 
wick or shoot a mountain lion at close 
quarters in a dizzy canyon. His record 
as a fighter was known from Cheyenne 
to Mexico. Now, since San Juan, and 
his fearlessness in leading his men 
through storms of bullets and bursting 
shells, he is an idol of the whole coun­ 
try, they declare.

Another strong point with the people 
about Colonel Roosevelt, besides his in­ 
tegrity and great ability, is bis willing 
ness to lift up his fellow men who are 
down in the world. 
The boys bold to him as an ideal can­ 
didate, the first man who has the hon­ 
esty of Lincoln, the dash and daring of 
Sheridan, the immovability of Grant 
and a lot of big qualities of bis own, 
which they hope to see used for the 
honor of the country and the men who 
are making it great.

Colonel Roosevelt is a New Yorker of 
;.llustriou8 ancestry, famous for their 
loyalty to their convictions. 
His fam­ 
ily, it will be seen, has been active in 
business and publio affairs for more 
than 200 years. 
He was born Oct. 27, 1858, in his fa­ 
ther’s bouse, 28 East Twentieth street, 
New York city. For eight generations 
his people lived in the oity, but for 
three generations their home a greater 
part of the time has been at Oyster Bay. 
When Julian Ralph asked Colonel 
Roosevelt what strong directions did 
iis home influences take in his boy- 
Hood, he replied: 
I was brought up with the constant 
ujunotinn to be active and industrious. 
My father—all my people—held that 
no one had a right to merely cumber 


the earth; that the most contemptible 
of created beings is th© man who does 
nothing. 
I imbibed the idea that I 
must work hard. The whole family 
training taught me that I must be do­ 
ing, must be working, and at decent 
work. ” 
Colonel Roosevelt calls himself only 
a quarter Hollandish and three-quarters 
3cotcb, Irish and French Huguenot— 
which accounts for his disposition. He 
says he owes much to his father, who 
was a merchant, a philanthropist and 
described as a robust, active participa 
lor in outdoor life. 
In his twenty-seventh year Colonel 
Rooseveit took up a ranch in north­ 
western Dakota, near the Montana line, 
and later wrote a book entitled “ The 
Making of the West.” 
He was graduated from Harvard in 
1880, went to Europe, and although he 
had been physically below par in his 
youth he took to outdoor sport to build 
up his strength. He climbed the great 
mountains of Europe, the Jungfrau and 
the Matterhorn, with so much success 
that be was made a member of the Al­ 
pine club in London. 
He always **aid he believed in all 
kinds of anury athletic sports, from 
football up aud down. 
He declared 
“ that in a frs e republic dike ours it is a 
man’s duty to know how to bear arms 
and to be willing to do so when the oc­ 
casion arrives. V 
He joined the Eighth regiment of the 
New York state national guard in 1884 
as a second lieutenant, and soon became 
captain of a company. 
In those days he said: “ I have al­ 
ways had the heartiest sympathy with 
the soldier’s life. 
“ A man with a horse and a gun is a 
picture or idea that has always appeal­ 
ed to me. Mayne Reid’s heroes aud the 
life out west also appealed to me. I 
wanted to see the rude, rough forma­ 
tive life in the far west before it van­ 
ished. 
“ I went there just in time. I was in 
at the killing of the buffalo in the last 
big hunt in 1863 near Pretty Buttes, 
when the whites and the Sioux from 
Standing Rock and Pine Ridge were ; 
doing the killing. 
“ I went west while I was in the as­ 
sembly, in the long vacations—went 
hunting—went to the Bad Lauds aud 
shot elk, sheep, deer, buffalo aud ante­ 
lope. 
I made two hunting trips, aud 
in 1884 I started my cattle ranch. After 
my terms in the legislature and until I 
was appointed civil service commission­ 
er I Jived most of the time out west in 
the summers and spent only the win­ 
ters in New York. 
“ I never was happier in my life. My 
house out there is a long, low house of 
hewn logs, which I helped to build my­ 
self. It has a broad veranda and rock­ 
ing chairs and a big fireplace, and elk- 
skins and wolfskinB scattered about, 
on the brink of the Little Missouri, 
right in a clump of cottonwood, and 
less than three years ago I shot a deer 
from the veranda. I kept my books 
there, such as I wanted, aud did a deal 
of writing, being the rest of the time 
out all day in every kind of weath­ 
er. ” 
In regard to politics Colonel Roose­ 
velt says: “ I believe, and always have 
believed, that a man should join a 
political organization and should attend 
the primaries; that he should not be 
content to be governed, bot should do 
his part in the work. 
Coupon leaving col leg# I went to 
the local political headquarters, attend­ 
ed all the meetings aud took my part 
in whatever was up. There came a re­ 
volt against the member of assembly 
from that district, and I was nominated 
to succeed him and was elected. 
“ The fundamental proposition of the 
new system is that every American 
citizen has the right to serve the publio 
(provided that his services are needed) 
if on his merits he is able to show that 
he is the mau most capable of filling 
the position he seeks, and all he is re­ 
quired to do is to show this superior ca­ 
pacity in fair competition with other 
American citizens. 
“ In other words, the system is one 
of common honesty and of fuir play for 
all. aud therefore it is essentially Amen 
can aud essentially democratic.” 
Among 
the literary contributions 
from Colonel Roosevelt’s pen are these 
books: “ History of the Naval War of 
1812;” 1886, “ Life of Thomas H. Ben­ 
ton, ' iii the American Statesmen se­ 
ries; 1887, “ Life of Gouverneur Mor­ 
ris;” 1888, “ Ranch Life aud the Hunt­ 
ing Trail;” 
1889, “ The Winning of 
the West,“ first two volumes, called 
his magnum opus; 1890, “ History of 
New York City;” 1892, “ Essays on 
Practical Politics;” 1893, “ The* Wil­ 
derness Hunter;” 1894, third volume 
of “ The Winning of the West;” 1898, 
“ Hero Tales From American History.” 
Any mau who has lived in that 
strange spectral region of the stupen­ 
dous northwest, where Colonel Roose­ 
velt ran his cattle ranoh and herded 


up, for nowadays hardly any wild beast 
will charge from a distance of IOO 
yards, bat will rather try to run off. 
And if a man is close it. is easy enough 
for him to shoot straight if he does not 
lose bis head. 
“ A bear’s brain is about the size of a 
pint bottle, and any one can hit a pint 
bottle off hand at 80 or 40 feet.

enough. ’ If a poor shot goes in close 
enough, he will find that he shoots 
straight enough. ” 
According to all accounts the colonel 
of the rough riders will soon be at close 
quarters and likely to plant his politi­ 
cal bullets squarely between his antag­ 
onist’s eyes. 
Although his furlough had not expir­ 
ed Colonel Roosevelt said he felt that 
bis place was with “ the boys,” and he 
took the first train for Montauk to join 
his rough riders.—New York Herald. 


The B uies of th e House. 
“ How can I learn the rules of the 
•house?” asked a newly elected Irish 
member of the late Mr. Parnell. “ By 
breaking them.” was the prompt reply 
of the Irish leader, who, as is well 
known, spoke from experience on the 
point. But few members would care to 
adopt that heroic method of obtaining 
the desired knowledge, and their task 
in mastering the rules is rendered all 
the more difficult by the curious fact 
that many of these regulations are un­ 
written. 
Some will be found in the standing 
orders, or permanent rules; but those 
that deal with etiquette and decorum 
have not been officially recorded any­ 
where, save in a few quaint aud obso­ 
lete regulations to be found iii the old 
issues of the journals of the house or in 
the minutes of proceedings taken by 
the clerk and published daily during 
the session. 
For instance, a strange rule for the 
guidance of the speaker is set down un­ 
der the 15th of February, 1620, “ The 
speaker not to move his hat until the 
third congee.” Propriety of carriage in 
leaving the chamber is thus enforced, 
“ Those who go out of the house in a 
confused manner before the speaker to 
forfeit IO shillings.” This rule is dated 
the 12th of November, 1640. Again we 
find that on the 28d of March, 1693, 
it was ordered, “ No member to take 
tobacco into the gallery or to the table 
sitting at committees.” —Nineteenth 
Century.

Henceforward—to use Nelsonwordf. 
about his own most desperate acction— 
“ there was no maneuvering, there was 
only downright fighting,’’ and great as 
was Jones1 unquestionable merit as a 
bandier of ships it was downright fights 
iug endurance of the most extreme and 
individual character that won this bat­ 
tle. When thus in contact, the superior­ 
ity of the British eighteens over the 
American twelves, though less than at 
a distance, was still great, but a far 
heavier disparity lay rn the fabrics of 
the two enemies. The Richard was a 
very old ship, rotten, never meant for 
naval use. The Scrapie was new, on 
her first commission. The fight hitherto 
having engaged the port guns of the 
latter, the starboard lower gun ports 
were still closed, and from the ships 
touching could not be opened. They 
were therefore blown off, and the fight 
went on. 
“ A novelty in naval combats was 
now presented to many witnesses, bot 
to few admirers,” quaintly wrote Lieu­ 
tenant Dale, who was in the midst of 
the scene below decks. “ The rammers 
were run into the respective ships to 
enable the men to load”—that is, the

Moreover, the banana 
is ground into banana flour. The fruit 
to be sold for dessert is ripened by the 
dry warmth of flaring gas jets in the 
storage places in which it is kept, and 
immense care bus to be taken to prevent 
softening or overripening. The island 
of Jamaica yields great crops of this 
useful and money making fruit.

I., Sept. 0.—The Eighth Ohio regiment, 
made up of men from Akron, Alliance 
and East Liverpool, will leave about 8 
o’clock tomorrow made up of three 
special trains. The regiment has 1,061 
men here, 22 of whom are sick. The 
regiment has eight carloads of baggage 
and four cars of horses. 
•Colonel Hard told the President on 
Saturday though the regiment had been 
ordered to Columbus on furlough he 
somehow could not get the men away. 
The railroad seemingly did not have 
the facilities. 
The President directed 
General Wheeler to make every effort 
to send the regiment away on Tuesday 
and it is going.” 
The correspondent to the Pittsburg 
Dispatch says: 
“Red tape may prevent the boys in 
Colonel Hard’s regiment from getting 
away from Camp Wikoff tomorrow. It 
ie now absolutely certain they will not 
leave at 8 o’clock tomorrow morning, 
the time scheduled. 
The orders for the 
regiment to leave were duly made out 
on Saturday at the instance of Secretary 
Algflr, but nothing further has been 
done. The Ohio boys packed up today, 
but when their quartermaster applied at 
the department for transportation for 
the regiment home, he was informed 
that it has not yet been arranged for. 
“But we are to leave here in the 
morning,” he said. 
“ Well, you can leave here and go to 
New York, but the transportation has 
not been provided for from that point 
west,” was the answer he received. 
“ That has to be done by contract and 
bids have not yet been advertised for. 
We’ll see what can be done later. I 
would suggest that you go to New York 
with the regiment 
and have 
your 
colonel make his own arrangements.” 
Colonel Hard was notified of this con­ 
dition of affairs and said his regiment 
would not budge from here until trans­ 
portation of all of his men home is in 
the hands of the proper man. 
The tangle may work itself out some 
time during the night and the Ohio boys 
possibly get away tomorrow some time.

The fifty-sixth annual conference of 
the Pittsburg synod of the Lutheran 
church was enacted in this city last 


evening. 
The sermons Sunday were 
very interesting, and both were well 
attended. 
The Ministerial Relief association of 
the synod reports an endowment fund 
of $964.81, and a balance on hand of 
$1,165.48. Rev. D. H. Geisinger, D. D., 
Rev. H. K. Shanor, J. L. Frederick, J. 
W. King and C. Schimmelfeng were 
elected trustees of Thiel college. The 
former finance committee, consisting of 
Colonel Schoefer, J. B. Kaercher and 


J. W. King, was continued. The chair­ 
man of general 
councils delegation 
made his report showing the general 
body of the church had the new Mani­ 
toba synod into its connection ; that the 
Indian mission received due attention 
from the board; that $50,000 had been 
asked from the 
churches 
annually 
toward foreign w ork; that home mis­ 
sions under the board numbered 81, and 
82,'* by district synods, a total of 854; 
that steps were taken by the council to 
have a more practical co-operation be­ 
tween Lutheran synods; that a commit­ 
tee of laymen were appointed to collect 
funds to cover expenses for holding the 
Pan-American conference in America. 
The synod adjourned to meet in June, 
1890, in Butler, Pa. 
The members who have been attend­ 
ing the sessions have returned to their 
homes, the last leaving on the noon 
train. The meeting of the synod was 
one of the most interesting ever held.
